Although  the  four  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  August  none  of 
them  ap;  eared  to  be  connected. Two  of  them  were  evacuated  children

-The  child  who  died  had  only  arrived  in  the  ton#  the  day  before 
she  was  taken  ill.  There  was  unfortunately  delay  on  Obtaining 
the  necessary  treatment,  .'one  of  the  children  had  been  immunised 
The  two  cases  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  occurred  ;i  hin  a  few  days 
of  one  another  and  at  a  time  when  there  where  a  number  of  cases 
in  the  County  and  Cou  try  generally.  Th  two  cases  appeared  to 
have  no  possible  common  source  of  infection.  It  is  almost  certain 
that  n  ither  water  nor  milk  was  the  cause.  The  Scarlet  Fever  was 
of  a  mild  form. 

The  cases  were  fairly  scattered  t.rou  hout  the  year.  Three  of

Although  the  Council  adopted  a  scheme  of  1  aunisation  in  1936 
very  few  children  had  been 'protected  against  the  disease  up  to 
the  end  of  1940*  In  December  of  that  year  it  was  decided  to  send 
letters  to  all  pare  ts  t  trough  the  schools  and  elf are  Centre  and 
despite  an  active  newspaper  campaign  by  the  Anti-vivisection 
Society  there  was  a  prompt  and  considerable  response  and  by  thef 
end  of  134I  66$  of  the  school  children  had  been  immunised.  This 
figure  would  have  been  higwer  but  f  r  the  very  low  figures  of 
the  two  evacuated  schools^  one  of  which  had  only  2  children 
immunised  out  of  115,  and  the  other  37$  immunised  but  these  are 
now  on  the  way  to  being  improved.  Of  the  five  hitohurch  the 
peroenta  e  was  82.

Ox  the  24  district-  in  the  County  your  district  had  the  t  drd 
highest  percentage  for  children  over  5  years  and  second  of  the 
14  urban;  districts  while  for  children  under  5  years  it  was  twelfth 
and  eighth  respectively.  The  general  practitioners  have  wl  ole- 
heart  edly  co-operated  in  the  scheme  and  have  carried  out  the 
immunisation  without  undue  delay.  They  readily  agreed  to  do  the 
work  on  a  sessional  basis -at  a  time  when  this  had  not  been  genera  ly 
adopted,  which  resulted  in  a  considerable  saving  in  the  cost.
